Applicants submitted that it would have not been obvious to an 
artisan at the time the invention was made to use the PYY or a PYY agonist, e.g., PYY3-36, in the method of treating 
obesity and reducing food intake taught by Malaisse-Lagae et al. because PP and PYY have distinct pharmacologic 
properties.
